MR, GABRRROGUS. Mr. President and Gentlemen of the 
Gonvention: In addressing you this afternoon, i surely feel 
more the @act that I am unworthy tos speak before a learn- 
ed and august body composing this convention, knowing as I 
well know, that my educational qualifications in the mtter 
of constitution making is inadequate, I realize fully that 
many of the legal talents and luminaries of the Philip ine 
Islands such as senators and representatives, high govern- 
ment officials, presidents of universities, deans ef colle- 
gen, justices of the supreme court, constitutional lawyers 
and great jurists, vankers, economists, financiers, ete. 
are present in this tody, and having this in mind, I confess, 
I repeat, I cannot in any way be able tomeasure up with what 
should be expected of a member of this constitutional esn- 
fention, Modest or short as I may be in my parsoml quali- 
fieations, yet 1 took the cournge of availing myself of 
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this singuler and rare opportunity ® speak bofere you te 
bringtp you a matter of creat importance which, : believe, 
should be made a salient feature of the constitution for the 
reaén that it involvec the ceonomie structure of the nation, 
the wery life, presperity and general welfare of our people. 

Students of history have fyom time and tine given the 
opinion that most wars of modern times found their causes 
from the economic rivalry of the belligerent nations. All 
wares were mostly wars for the survival ef the fittest. It 
is a survival to establish economic supremney. “ur main pro- 
ble in @he Philippine Islands today and in the future is 
mot altogether = matte r of constitution making, 

It is as much © matter of economics, We might be able to 
draft enideal constitutional law fer the Philippine 
Islands, and asbody in it the most beautiful human thoughts 
to guarantee SunivsGanirighiay but beautiful and ideal as 
these may be, yet if the economic stability of the comtry 
is as unsafe as unsound, all these effortts exerted in the 
draftéag of such an ideal constitution will al colhpse 
and turn te nothing but bubbles. 

I would Bike te callyour attention te the present and 
preecariow economic conditions of the Philippine Islands, 
mugh more preesariow and deleeate if not altogether alam- 
ing when the Government 6f tke Commonwealth will begin te 
operate of ite transitery life in accordance with the Tyé- 
inge-MeDuffie Law. 

Permit me to make a passing review of thee economic 
conditions ef the country. I will begin to present ® you 
the enditions of the cur own local pepducts. Our total 
export annwlly is more or 1¢ss F200,000,000, Seventy Swe 
percent of this is sugor and ninety mine percent of which 
is sent to the United States free of duty. When the govern 
ment of the Philippine Commonwealth begins to operate 


will be subject to duty teginning from the 6th year 











sugar will be subject to duty beginning from the 6th year 
until the expiration of the transition periodbfter which 
full duty shall be imposed. If we will then have to pay 

the ne@essary tariff duty for sugar im the United States 
which is 2-1/2 cents for every pound, at the expirktion 

of the transition peried, we will be required to pay fer 
every picul of sugar 76.96, The gost of the production 

of sugar in the Philippine Islands is aroupd P8.64 and 

the tranportation from the Philippines to the United States 
is P1.24, a total of P6,96, The cost of preduction and 
transportation is added to the duty will be equal to P13,84 
The mexket price of one pieul of sugar in the United States 
currently is about PBJOO. If the price of a picul of sumar 
in the United States mrket is 7.00 and the cost of pro- 
duction including tranportation and tury te place a pieuwl 
in the United States market is £15.84, it means a net lose 
of 6,84 for every picul. In one wrd, under the Philippine 
Commonwealth Governument and upen advent of aur Philippine 
Republie, if no adjustment in the tariff laws governing 
surar ie passed by the Delezates of the United States giving 
we a preferential schedule, our sugar industry is sure, as 
the sum rise the next morning, going te be ruined, You 

can theujimagige the ¢fect of this lese of 72% of our total 
expert trode in the taxes of our government. It would mean 
also a eoliapse if not a tetal loss of the qapital invested 
in sugar in the amount of P500,000,000.00, The effect of 
thie would be tremdndous upon the life of our own Philippine . 
Commonwealth and upon our people. 

Let me go agin to ancther product. Our pxport of 
eoconut including ofl, copra ami copra méal is 12% of our 
tetal export, Under the Tydings-MeDuffie Law, at the end 
ef the Transition period our coconut industry simil be 
absolutely wiped out im the came way as sugar simply because 
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the tariff duties in full simllthen be in foree, This is 
true because for every ten of oil sent te the United States 
at the end of the tzansi tionperiod am. order to place it in 
the mirket, it willeost more or less 730.00 for every ton, 
The seme is true with cordage which inl929 amounted te 
almost P43006,000.00 esport but was reduced te £2,300,000.00 
in 1952 due to the slump of prices, Going further, it takes 
the amount of 320.00 more or less to place one ton of cor- 
Gage in the American market at New York, and the price per 
ton in that Gity is mbre or less#510.00, a less of F10.00 
per ton at the eni of the transition period, our cordage 
business shall be wiped out because nobody wuld engage in 
the business at that much of loss per ton, The same is tuue 
with abaca if taken inte? serutiny. Abaca export in 1926 
amounted te P64,000,000.00, im round figures, but in 1932 

it went down to#0,000,000.00,. The amount of lesses in a ba- 
@a will be similar to timt of the cordages consequently, 

our ebace business will not survive after the transition 
period, Sur cigar industry likowise is goint to be hardhit 
if not altegether wiped out ty the advent of the Philippine 
Republoe. Cigars manufacured at a cost of P2.80 per ait 

if it pays the duty of M@6.70 tetaling P21.350, both cost 

and duty, wo 1d not be able to stand competition beegnuse a 
quantity which is produced at that much including duty placed 
im Am@riean market would sell only in the United States in 
the amount of around P5.00 whieh would Mean & loss of F16,50 
to the Reenl dealer or manufads rer, There is no way, there~ 
fore, for the dealer and manufacturer of cigars in the Phili- 
opine Islands te be able tp proved in this business after 
the transition period. Then we have the dessicated coconut 
which, in 1938, amounted to #7,500g000 as an emport but was 


reduced to P3,200,000,00 im 1932, Prectioenl'y 99% of this 
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export goes to the United States, If we will then pay the 
import duty as required by the Tydings-MeDuffie law which 
is Gqual te 1-3/4 cents per pound, it would be impossible 
for the dessicated coconut industry to survive after the 
transition period, because evyenat the present time when 
the duty is free in the United states it eould hardly stad, 
how much lése would it be whenKN the duty is in foree? 
The conditions of ou local agricultural products, 
themfore, are such that we have to ponder seriously with 
a Wliew te averting the possibilities of scenemis ruin 
when our complete and absolute independence comes, We have 
te Bace the situation as we go forward, The fall of ow 
cpops or produets and thefr pessitie elimination from the 
United States market which is practically sure, according 
to statisfties and possibilities of the future ac pre- 
sented by the economic graphe of the past ami the present, 
will cause the political strueture ef the country to teple 
down because the finanmees in our Goverment would then be- 
come lean and practically empty. We can just imegine vhat 
the situation would be if our government will not even 
have sufficient and necessary funds to pay its own effi- 
eials and absolute expenses, Thex will be no funds Dr 
public works, roads, schools, sanitation, for the main- 
tenance of peace and order, ete. How beautiful it may bs 
the constitution we may now prepare wills surely fall by 
its own weight due to our incapacity te support that cons- 
@itution on with t e force and might of the peso, Our 
taxes will be reduced to porbably only 25% of the total 
amout as now being collected at the present. Our local 
sales and exports shall be réduced to the minima, and 
gonsequently the sales and export 39 well as import taxes 
will be reduced likewise. All other souces of revenues 
Ghali be directly affected ty the ruim of our export —— 
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Unless Ow goverment, there fore, should take this matter 
Siriously end find means and methods ty which we could 
manufacture and impgove our products before sanding them 
abroad and give the necessary marketing facilities, we 

Gan just be rest assured that the collapse is right ahead 
immediately upen the advent of our Philippige Independence, 
It is going to be & ehacs, An armed revolution or my be 

em amarehy is goint to come, not an independence, Our peo- 
ple would be utterly poor, They cannot suport the indepndence, 
We then shall realize that our labors in drafting a consti- 
tution failed to mect and provide fer one ef the most impen- 
ding contingencies of the future, 

Het only that the condition of our preduets is so pre- 
cariocw and seriow as i have almdy stated but alse eur 
trade,a t home and Bbroad, of zich a very negligible pro- 
tion is ours. Take for instmee cour lecal trades that is 
the wholesalers and retail business. Sur retail sales amg nt- 
@d to P1g209,000,000.000 in 1929 but which amounted only to 
about P600,000,000,.00 at the end of the year 193g, It is 
painful 6¢ state and admit the absolute fact that 85% of 
our retail sales in the Philippine Islands is in the hands 
of Ghinest, 10% am our hands and the ether 5% im the 
hands of other foreigners. The Japanese of recent date 
have starte: to mize a cood pertion of the lecal trade 


heretofore handled by Ghinese, The fact that we only have 
@ negligible portion ef ou lecal trade is absurd but it is 





the truth. Ther is something pecwWiaer and wucer in these 
ficures because the Chinese, numbering only ore or lees 
350,000, including men, women and children, eontrol 85% of 
the retial sales in the Islands as against 10% which belongs 


to ourselves numbering 12,5000,0006 The proportion is abse- 
lutely anomalous, and it is just an incontrovertible evidence 
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that we, as a prople, are practically helpless in the matter 
of cur hocal trade.I would make special mention of the rie 
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industry in the Philippine Islands. In 1952 aceerding to 
figures of the Bureau of Commerce and Industry, the rice 
business was practically in the hands of the Ghinese. Hine~ 
ty per cent of this bussiness was chinese and the vest in 
the bands of Filipino merommnts,. That is true even up this 
time with probably a ver slight change, The fact that our 
local trade is pragtibally in the hands of chinese shows 
that we have to use every possiblehomest and reasonable 
effort while we are tryitg te become an indepenient peop}e, 
to be free ourselves from this ap ,arent economic bondage. 
ve might e@eall it salavery, if you plase, This reminds me 
that sometimes in 1924 when the Ghinese wer ordered te 
Giese their doors te avoid the furious mog, cour Filipine 
@lements of this City head had te beg the Ghinese to open 
their steres because our populations was going to starve, 

If the obtaining conditions ef our iceal trade os I have 
alreadg stated and made manifest before you coutinus for 
amy time during and after the transition period, we can feel 
gure that our se-calied Philippine Independence may becomes 
only a myth, « dream, «a hubble which my break any time with 
the little feree of the breeze, Fifty thousand Chinese as 
against our twelve millien five hundred Fitipinos te control 
85% ef our local or retail trade in the amount of P1,2000,000 
000,000f It is absolutely alarming. It lieks absurd, but 

it is the stark reality. We are mere consumers, The figures 
are true and eloquent. They are a nightmare to our an eee- 
nomic life as @ people. Here ie where we should direct half 
of our time in our effort to sage the eoumtry from the 


foreign eetopus holding the greater portion of our local 


trade, 





Going further, Mr. President, I wold like te call 
attention mot only te our logs] t rade but also te our goreign 
trade, The tetal of our export in 1932 was about P190g000, 
000.00 Gighty stwen per esnt of which was sent to theUni ted 
States. Our ¢xport trade is practically in the hands of fo- 
reigners, exgept sugar, and the same is true in our import 
trede; our stare in the expert and impért in the Island is 
negligible. Our fereign shipping,secowing to the figures 
furjished me by the Bureau of Comeerce and Industry, shows 
& net entry tonnage in 1935 in a tetal ef about 6,500,00 
but the portion belonging tc the Filipine business out of 
this volume was only 147,000 tons which is &MB but 21/158 
The rest 97«2/3% belorgs to foreign hands. The outgoing 
tommnage @mounted to 5,6006,000 and eur share was nothing 
more than about 7,000 whieh is but 1/10¢ of ene pereehh 
or @ preportion of one ten ours out of every thousand tens 
to foreign merchants. 

faking topether the foregoing facts and infigures as I 
have alr -ady exposed to this convention, it be behsoves as 





and makes us stoop to think that would be the future of 
the Philippine Islands. Mr. Fresident and gentlemen of this 
convention, t feel nervous and pessimistic of our om future 
in view of these facts. Economic and financial collapse or 
catastrophe, if you piease, may Befall the country if we are 
mot going te act in motion carly enough & sort ofa definite 





economic plan by whichwe might bea bie to avert the coming 
of that terrible, glomy and chaotic picture of the future 
of af ree and independent Philippines. 

When I make this statement, I do mot mke a confession 
however, to thef act tietwe are completely tnucayahle 
or euiding or destiny as a people in spite of this apparent~ 
ly insurmountable defficulties. * have yet many remedies 








te face the éueté situation, Right at our own next door, 
Japan as © powerful nation is weeding enunually cotten in 
the gmount of ¥350,000,000 which she imports mostly from 
India, With mutucl and sympathetic understanding with the 
Wapire of Japan, the Philippine islands as a tropical coun- 
try preven tobe capable of producing a good quality of cote 
ton as it had been producing before the adven of American 
seversignty in these islands especially in the Ileces 
recions may t& able to supply this quantity; and then 

with an gual sympathetic and mutual understanding as Biere- 
tefore with the United States we ean, with more reascg, 





with more reason, continue, as we should forever eon- 
tinus, our trade relations with her, 

I especially call your attention to the fact that United 
States alone is importing silk in the amount of P740,000,000, 
amually 84% of whieh cenes from Japan. The preduction of 
silk in the Philippine is no longer @ matter of experiment. 
It had long been proven to be a svectss since the year 1870 
during the incumbency of Governor-General Vargas. Quite a 
good quantify of it had slgzeady been produsei im the Cagayan 
Valley and in Malate of this Gity, but the tobacco monopo- 
ly which was therapparentiy more profitable than silk had 
AAven ov® our new industry. Sinee then the silk industry 
Was relegated &s a product of the past im the Philippine 
Islands. 

Im this connection, I wash to conform you that when 1 
was in the province of Davao fwem year 1926 to 1929, I 
used to viet often o Japanese by the meme of Matsuda who 
was making a living ovt of his own sericulture in the yard 
of his own home, I was with him at time in the act of feed 


ing and sending the sidk worms, and in the course ef my fre 
quen visits in his ow sericulture establisiment I was more 
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than convinced that silk as an industry in the Philippine 
Telands willtum out to be themjor portion of the Indus 
try of our entir copulation, It could be made én industry 
of alik Kinds of people from the young childrem to the 
oldest and weakmess man and woman including the lame ani 
blimd. Im every hectare of lan there is everypossibility 

of producing two to eight thousand pesos worth of silk 
accorfing to figures ane stimhtes arrived at and based on 
sientific study and expbriment of the old men Japanese 
Mateuda for a period of 14 years, I would like to make it 
piain ani lasting in your minds the fact that if Japan is es 
strong and as great and respecte’ and civenweight by the 
powers of the world to-day, it is because of her economic 
progress a great portion of wiich is directly traced from 
the produetion of silk which was sold annually to fereign 
nations, especially to the United States, If we could get 
even @ portion,if not 211 of the P75,000,000 werth of silk 
imported by the United States, we would have more than 
enought to do and busy ourselves then it is necessary tol ve 
further time for otherindustry, The cotton need annmily 

of Japan in the amomt of P350,000,000 plus the silk demm a 
of the United States in the amount of P950,000,000 are the 
greatest market possibilities of the Philippine islands, 
China may in the fubure be a potential market for the 
Philippines, but in so farasthe past and present tine are 
Goncerned, we have been keigg in our trade with Chim 

im the amount of more or less ten millien pesos annumliy 
in the same way 8s we lose our trade with all other nations 
exespttihe United States. 

I would eall your attention further that besides the 
fact that we have every pessibility and facility a 
agricultural products temect the deman of our own peepre 
economic expansion and financial stability, we also have he 
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& greater éatent and, may be, more progressive still an in 
dustry potential in its scope, which is no otherthan mining 
in the Philippijes, our cold mines in Benguet are proving 
to be one of the riches tin the world teday. Not only that 
goad abounds in Bénguet but also inalmost everywhere in 
the Philippine Islands, Nueva Vizeaya is now proving to 

be one of the greatest possibilities of gold mining recions. 
Bulacan has its onw Apo Mining Co.3 Bicol rerions its 
Paracale; Surigad, Zamboanga, Abra, ete, have their own, 
morecor less extensively expléited, We have as gret as 
poseibility in the other ores and mines of various des- 
cription, suchas silver, iron, coal, chwomite, copper, 
dalt, sulphur, cte, We have all these great economic forces 
for greater possibilities of the future at our comam but 
what shill we do with them and how should we exploit then 
te our advantage, tier-in lies the roblem that confronts 
this convention, our legislature, leaders ami our people. 


Wealthy as we are by reasor of the presence of these 





natural r sources for cure conomic development, yet our peop 
are living under want and poverty. we have a wast number 

of our population without work. We have no work for thai. 

If they mve aw place te work at all, theyare not justly 
gomoensated, we have d uring th se dys, a burning labor 
broblem to aive. I wish to invite your attention to the 
tragedy of the otherday at Asearraga infront of @ cigar 
factory where laborers on strike demanding for more right 

to participate in the tig profits in the business were 

shot down by our police. Our laboring class, the cigar mkers, 
are not asking unreasonable increase in their wages, they 

are asking @hat should be their a= a reasonable share in 

the bie profit realize! by the respective tobacco factori#® 
where they work. But the owners of these factories who ap 

not Filipine citizens would not care to share their loyal, 
patient and expert but poor laborers any reasonable portion 
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of their profits. These factory owmers not being citizens 
of this countrys re not duty boud te wat@h and help in the 
betterment and uplift of their laborers. It is emuch that 
their laborers render well the se-vices wanted of then. The 
interest of the cigar factory owners ends there. Hhy, bec 
eeuge they are not Filipinos. Gapital, in order that it can 
have a heat tend aympdiy of ite laborers must be patriotic. 
what is our govérmment doing to save the further sacrifice 
of lives in the alter of soeialjustics te delicht of 
greedy private capitalism? 

Gentlemen, I would like te call ani invite your ati ention 
to the fact that Pilipinos who are absgead, in the United 
States and Hawaii, are more or less 75,000 of then, a nd « 
gront number of thes are unemployed, destitute of means of 
livelikecd in a foreigniend. What ghali we @& with thes 
amd what is our legisla ure doing for then’ Apparently 
nothing. They are let loose toe their own fate, Ve have 
their labver problem abread, and we are ingapable of doing 
anything te help them It is the duty of the government 
of s @lfexecpecting nation te take aare of its citizsem 
abroad whe are the representatives of the kind of people at 
home. And the same probles is true here at home, According 
te the statisties furnishe! us recently by Undersecretary 
Jorge Vargas, the musber of people unemployed in the provinces 
alone, not including the city of Mamila, is more than 650, 
0006 I think it is eafe an estimate if we onli that the 
total mumber of unemployed Filipinos ineluding those of Manila 
ant ef the United States and Nawaii te be 1,000,000. Ons 
million out of twelve million Filipines lying idle becsuse 
they have mo wrk’ They have no seane of livelihood, they 
are a burden of our own society, of our ows government and 
cou-try instead of becoming an asset, A great portion of this 
unemployed bedy of our populationis intelligent elass. "¢ 
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have in tis great mumber an army of Civil Serci cqemplpyees 
who were retired or separated from the service S6r onuse. And 
then, we have the educated youth; the graduate of our own u 
universities, high schools and Clementary grades, both publie 
and private, Where are these people going? Our problem 
about our @duecared youth is inereasing yearly as there are 
erdduates annually in our schools. Our schools are producing 
graduates as fast as rice mills mill rice, Our publie 
school system has been turned ouwt te be a veritable mcohine 
like @ rice milito produse as many graduates as possible 
ammually, graduates who are in @ creat measure nothing more 
than a burden to their @amilies, to acicty and to our govern- 
ment. It is not unusual that we have richt in this building 
in the various of ices, rooms and eerridors, people who are 
ro@ming here day in and day ovt asking for this and that 
recommendation, vainly awaiting this and that ormise of 
work or position by representatives and semators, but what 
de for them when 
could these senators and representatives aad eenatera, bet « 
there is no place in our government or anywhere else in the 
city where they could be employed? Our public school system 
has produced too much clerks and collar job seekers instead 
of useful peoole to themselves, to their families ani to 
their families ani to their country. I do not blame the 
yo th, I blame the aystem,for which I ap ¢al to you so that 
in the constitution we shall provide & means and manner &y 
which our publie school system should be overhauled so as 
to make it more effective inthe preparation of bet‘er and 
uneful citizens who, when they leave schools, could hake 
reasonalbe ani decet living. Our youth is clamoring for 
work bet there is no work and it is very said to note that 


the average wage ofour laboring class in the Philippine is-

lands is more or less P0.45/per day as against the 


daily wage of the Japanese in their own country or more or 
150, and yet elaim that we are having © higher 
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standard of living in the Philippines, 

Why should we allow our mnepower of one million st rone 
‘te remain idle, Japan in al ite different industries within 
the lmpire ther is but a total of two million pecple to 
move alithe machines and maghineries, factories of wariouw 
kinds én the whole @apire to rum out billions yens worth 
of preducts, goods and electric power, This number is rese 
ponsible im a great mensure:to the foree and power, might, 
respectable mame and prestige of the Japanese Bapire. it is 
the power Behind its navy, the power behind the army, it is 
the power Behind the solid esemomic structure of that great 
country, Gh® Snglend of the Bast. I have facts aud figures 
in my hands to support my statement. 1 have with me the fie 
nancial end economie annuslrep rt of the Japanese Ampire, 
Department of "ianee, to show you the ficures that I am 
eitine. If it takes 2,909,000 out of the over 70,00%,000 
population of Japan to give thelife, blood, power and foree 
micht,. mame ani prestige of that empir:; then drawing a com 
parison, our one million unemployed population sho ld ive, 
if pwoperly dirceted and made use of, MI1f of the powe that 
the two million could «ive to Japan, We need to produce more 
industrial and economic leaders than we do to to political 
leaders. 

As members of this constitutional convention, we mich 
be able to plan by constitution) provision @& means by which 
the country could well develope and prepare for a great fu 
ture. Ye might be able by our own provision and foresight, 
thru constitaional means, direct and futur destiny of cur 
country. There should te a constituti mal provision, if you 
please, compeliing or eoverment of the Philip ine Comeson- 
w alth nd of the Philip ine Sepublic to set aside a portion, 
say 5% of the own annual income, to make it @ growing per 


manent fund, for “he purpose of fostering » ty Subsidy or 2c" 
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tual investment, the explitation of our natural resourecs 
and the establishment of factoties and industrial plants and 
provide for the necessary marketing facilities, at home and 
abroad, of the articles and» goods produced, We could make 
us@ of this growing and permanent capital, for instanee, with 
a definite conerete and permanent Pian, for the establishe- 
ment of cordage and gope factories, where our hemp may be 
onverted into ropes, twines,etes into paper and other ar- 
ticles of various forms; our copra and coconut oil into soap, 
butter, lare, 6tez our sugar, our tobacco, ste, Ve ean mke 
use of this fund for the purpose f establishing silk centrals 
employing experts who my be imported from Japan or China, 
from France or italy who will be instructors in the manner

It is inded pleasing to mention that recently thru the 
business foresiczht of our @x-secr tary of Fimanece, Agricul-

Young nations have done this, and they all succeeded, 

I do not see any reason why we eanot succeed, Even the 
people of the Maited States are doing it. What of their 
National Recovery Act? Is not this a clear cut government 
going into business--and worse than tim te-dictate the pri- 
vate basiness policies? Japan in her infancy after 
Commodore Perry opened her doors, followed this policy of 
eovernment faterm1 support of national ind stries,. This 

is even true today in Japan, altho the Imperial Household 
is direetly m@rrying tis economic encouragement, not only 
at home but abroad, Russia’s five years plan has st«rtied the 
world.These are but eloquent testimonies that the 

idea of goverment paternalistic policy in the conomie up- 
buil@ing of a country and of its people is absolutely oo und 
and constructive.
